The Suspects in the Cronin Case 


Before Judge Shepard. 


Officers Fail to Identify the Frank- 
fort Man as Cooney. 


The Prisoner Proves His Identity and Is 
Released—No Date Fixed for the Trial 
of Woodruff, O'Sullivan and Coughlin— 
Chief Hubbard Receives a Photograph 
of Burke and Declares Him to Be the 
Man Wanuted—The Chicago Agent Pre- 
sents the Papers to the State Depart- 
ment—A Report ¥ m the Grand- Jury 
to Be Made Thia ek. 


CurcaGco, Hl., June 24.—Chief of Police Hub 
bard yesterday received a photograph of Mar- 
tin Burke from Winnipeg. It represents a 
rather vicious and dangerous person. The 

lines of the face are 
stro ng und harsh, 
There was a week’s 
growth of beard when 
the photograph was 
taken. 

That's the man, 
sald the Chief, with 
evident satisfaction, 
and as ifimplying that 
he would be able to 
solve the whole mys- 
tery of the Cronin 
murder through the 
aid of Burke. Asked 
about the charge made 

against Burke of being concerned in the Gal- 
lagher murder, the Chief said: I thought it 
was all cleared up at the time of the Coroner’s 
inguest. However, we have Burke now, and 
there will be time enough to. inguire into his 
complicity in this case. We want the other 
Cronin murderers pow.’’ | 
SUPPOSED TO BE COONEY. 

A special dispatch to the Daily News from 
Frankfort, Ind., says: 

An Irishman supposed to be Patrick Coo- 
ney, allas Fox, the badly wanted suspect 
in the Cronin murder case, was lodged in jail 
in this city yesterday afternoon by two police 
officers. The stranger has been about Frank- 
fort for several days past and his queer ac- 
tions excited suspicion with the officers, who 
telegraphed Chief Hubbard for a photograph 
and description of Cooney. Thé photograph 
arrived on an early mail and left no doubt in 
the minds of the officers that the 
stranger was no other than Cooney. 
When arrested he took the matter very 
coolly. He was told, however, that the 
charge was burglary in a neighboring town. 
The Daily News correspondent saw both pho- 
tograph and prisoner, and although the of- 
cers are confident that they have the right 
man he believes that they are mistaken. The 
prisoner is an Irishman, aCatholic and in 
height and appearance greatly resembles the 
photograph of Cooney, but in several points 
the man and description differ. A telegram 
was received from Chief Hubbard last even- 
ing stating that officers would come at once to 
identify the prisoner. 

CHIEF HUBBARD CONFIDENT. 

Late last night Chief Hubbard admitted the 
arrest of the supposed Cooney at Frankfort, 
Clinton County, Ind., and said that from the 
telegrams he had received he believed the 
right man was in eustody. 

„J first heard of the man on Saturday, said 
the Chief, and Iat once ordered his arrest. 
Isenta photograph and a complete descrip- 
tion of the man by the first train a yester- 
day afternoon I received a dispatch saying 
that the picture resembied the man, and that 
the other descriptions were perfect. 

When told of the information received from 
Frankfort to the effect that the identification 
Was not perfect, the Chief said: 

That must be a mistake, as my information 
appears positive. Capt. Schuettler knows 
Cooney, and I told him to start for Frankfort 


on the evening train. He can quickly deter- 
mine if the prisoner is the man we waht. I 
hope he is. I firmly believe Cooney cannot 
escape us, but the sooner we land him the 
better I will like it.“ 

Capt.Schuettier had not left for Frankfort at 
10 o’ clock last night, for at that hour he was 
hunting for somebody on the North Side. 
Capt. Schuettier refused to give any tip as to 
the work he bad on hand, but it was thought 
aclew bad been found to the driver of the 
white horse.

THE SUSPECTS IN COURT. 

It is altogether indefinite when the suspect- 
ed murderers of Dr. Cronin will be * t to 
trial, but to-day’s proceedings in Judge Shep- 
bard’s Court would indicate that the prosecu- 
tion desires a few weeks’ investigation before 
arraigning the suspects before the criminal 
tribunal.

The Extradition Papers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2%4.—George A. 
Baker of the State’s Attorney’s office of LIli- 
nois arrived in this city last night, bearing the 
application of the Illinois authorities for the 


extradition of Martin Burke, who is held un- 
der arrest at Winnipeg for the murder of Dr. 
Cronin. The papers were presented to the 
Department of State immediately upon the 
beginning Of business this morning. They 
have already been examined in a preliminary 
way and have been found to be in a regular 
legal form. There will be no difficulty in the 
issuance of the extradition warrant, and no 
delay except that caused by the absence for 
the duy of the President, whose signature is 
required to the warrant. if he returns to- 
night this will be obtained and Mr. Baker will 
start back for Chicago to-morrow and will 
proceed thence to Winnipeg. e says that 
the State Department officials have smoothed 
his way and done everything to facilitate the 
transaction of his business. Mr. Baker 
seomed to be rather mistrustful of legal de- 
lays in the Canadian courts, where, he be- 
lieves, justices are inclined to go further than 
a mere inguiry into the legalform of the ex- 
tradition warrant and its compliance with 
treaty stipulations and to undertake to go 
into the merits of the case und the sufficiency 
of the proof of murder. 


No Application for Extradition. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, June 2%.—No application 
has as yet been received at the Department of 
Justice for the extradition of Burke, arrested 


at Winnipeg on the chafke of having murdered

The ships of war on the Pacifie 
coast go north on their usual yearly cruise to 
which no significance can be attached. The 
ques‘ ion as to the right of the United States to 
exclusive jurisdiction in Behring Sea will for 
the present be held in abeyance ason good 
authority itis learned that the British Gov- 
ernment is seeking the co-operation of the 
several maritime powers ot the world, with a 
view to their joining in the dispute of the 
United States’ claim and in the reference of 
the question to arbitration. The British Gov- 
ernment has requested the Dominion Govern- 
ment to take no action until a settlement has 
been arrived atin this way. It is stated that 
the several maritime powers which have been 
invited to take part in the settlement support 
the contention of the British Government that 
the Behring Sea is not a closed sea. It is also 
stated that the claims for damages through 
the seizure of the British sealers by United 
States cruisers will also*be submitted to arbi- 
tration when the question of jurisdiction is 
taken up.

AN ADVENTURE WITH A BANK. 

Mrs. Chariess Wuite, who took charge 
Poole’s rooms when he was arrested, hi 
only figured in this case as the sister of Poole, 
but an incident has come to light which shows 
that Poole’s methods are not unknown to her 
and that she has been connected with him in 
at least one attempt to obtain money | 
by means not altogether correct. When Poole | 
came to St. Louis, about seven months ago, 
he had $2,500 which he deposited in the St. 
Louis National Bank. He did not open an ac- 
count, but took a certificate of deposit to 
show for his money. Then for some time 
he drew money out and deposited again, so 
the bank officials came to the conclusion that 
he was a racing man ora sport of some sort 
who used and needed a great deal of cash. 
The largest sum he ever had de ted there 
was the original amount of $2,500, and at one 
time he had drawn out the entire amounts.

Secretary 
Morgan had received a couple of dozen copies 
of it and had written to Jefferson City for 
more, but could not secure them, and those 
he had received had been civen away and the 
most of them lost or thrown in the waste 
basket. Consequently there were different 
understandings and interpretations of its pro- 
visions, and different ideas as to what the 
Merchants“ Exchange will have to do to meet 
it in changing its machinery. There was also 
a variance in opinions as to when the law be- 
comes effective. The emergency clause 
attached to it was defested, and the provision 
was made thatthe law should go into effect 
““irty days after its passage. The opinion 
prevails, however, that it does not go into 
effect for sixty days, and that the present in- 
spection machinery will be used in the mean- 


time. 
THE MAIN DIFFICULTY 


will be found jn the inspection of grain inthe 
East Side elevators. The Illinois law does not 
refer to East St. Louis, though one will un- 
doubtedly be passed embracing East St. Louis 
next winter. Traders on this side have ex- 


pended time and money to beat State inspec- 
tion on the East side, and now they would 
like to have it to even up Missouri in- 
ppection, as they do not see exactly 
how they are going to give anv grade or ein- 
spection on the east side. The authority 
giveninthe charter of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change to establish grades and make inspec- 
tions is held to be repealed by the State in- 
spection law, so that the Board of Inspectors 
andthe registration department of the Ex- 
change, employing about twenty men, will 
pass out of existence, and its machinery will 
not be available with any show of legality or 
responsibility. However, the inspection of 
grainin Dlinols has only deen by courtesy 
and convenience, and consent may be given 
to continue it. Or it may be that the Mis- 
souri inspectors will be allowed to 
inspect East Side n, but it is not regarded 
us probable that lilinois will allow Missouri 
State officers to work in Illinois in the same 
capacity asthey are employed in this State, 
even as individuals or at the request of the 
Merchants’ Exchange. If such an arrange- 
ment could be made it would be desirabie, as 
it would give more certainty of uniformity. 
PENDING A DECISION 
as to the course to be pursued in this direc- 
tion, Gen. D. P. Grier stated to a Posr- DIS 
PATCH reporter this morning that he would 
issue a call for a meeting of the St. Louls Pro-

the matter. The Produce Exchange 
was organized by members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange to meet an emergency 
that came up in reference to inspection sev- 
eral years ago. A meeting has not been held 
for seven years, however, and the Exchange 
‘had dropped out of sight. This morning, 
however, Gen. Grier, who is the hold-over 
President, raked up the charter, and if it is 
necess the East Side Exchange will be re- 
vived. Its secretary is Mr. Chas. Isaacs of

ONE EFFCT OF THE BILL 

will probably be to advance the storage price 
of grain. The rate now is 10 per bushel for 
the first ten days and ‘ec for each succeeding 
ten days. The law provides that the maximum 
rate shall be 2c per bushel for the first ten 
days and he per bushel for each succeeding 
ten days. It also requires the elevator man- 
agers to give bonds in varions amounts, gov- 
erned by the capacity of their houses, and 
hedges them around so that the expenses of 
operating will increased. 
In one case, it re- 

uires a weekly statement under oath. 

his is only one iliustration, however. Capt. 
D. P. Slattery, speaking of the matter this 
morning, said it was quite probable that the 
measure would become more burdensome to 
the country which passed it than to the city. 
The increased charges will have to come from 
some place, andthey usually come froin the 
producer. The consolidated company had 
anticipated holding the rate at 1c for the first 
ten days and reducing that for the succeeding 
ten days to ue per bushel. 

THE BILL ITSELF 

is very lengthy, and much of the space is oo 
cupied by unimportant matter. The principal 
sections are as follows: 

The present Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Missour! shall be 
charged with the supervision of the execution 
of the details of this act, and shall hereafter 
be known as the Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners of the State of Missouri. 
It shall be the duty of the Board of Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners to appoint a 
suitable person, who shall not be a member 
ofthe Board of Trade, who shall not be in- 
terested, either directly or indirectly, in any 
warehouse in this State, whoshall be a grain 
expert, and who shall be known as the Chief 
Inspector of Grain for the State of Missouri, 
and whose term of service as auch shall con- 
tinue for two years from the date of his ap- 
pointment under this act, and further terms 
of office of the Chief Inspector shall be for four 
years, commencing from the date of expira- 
tion of service of the first incumbent. 
It shall be the duty of the Chief Inspector 
to have a general 1 ot the inspection 
of grain as required by this act or laws of this 
State under the immediate direction of the 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners of the State of Missouri. 

**Public warehouses sball 


EMBRACE ALL WAREHOUSES, 
elevators and granaries in which is stored 
grain in bulk,andinwhichthe grain of dif- 
ferent owners ts mixed together, or in which 
grain is stored in such a manner that the 
identity of different lots cannot be accurately 
preserved: Provided that no warebouse, ele- 
vator or granary with a capacity of less than 
25,000 bushels measurement shall be consid- 
ered a public warehouse.’’ 

The Jaw then provides for the issuance of a 
license by the Circuit Court and for its revo- 
cation by the court in the event of the law not 
being fully complied with. It also provides 
that no person shall engage in the warehouse 
business without procuring such licénse, It 
then proceeds: 

Sec. 5. The person or persons receiving a 
license as herein provided shall file with the 
Clerk of the Court granting the same a bond 
to the people of the State of Missouri, with 
good and sufficient surety to be approved by 
said Court, in the penal sums as per the fol- 
—— schedule of capacities by measure - 
ment: 


FIXING THE BONDS. 

For a public warehouse, with a capacity not 
exceeding 50, 000 bushels, $2,600. Fora public 
warehouse, with a capacity of more than 
50,000 bushels and not exceeding 100,000 
bushels, $5,000. Fora public warehouse, with 
a capacity of more than 100,000 bushels and not 
exceeding 200,000 bushels, $10,000. For a pub- 
lic warehouse, witha capacity of -more than 
200,000 bushels and not exceeding 300,000 
bushels, $15,000. For a public warehouse, with 
acapacity of more than 300,000 bushels and 
not exceeding 400,000 bushels, $20,000. Fora 
public warehouse with a capacity of more 
than 400,000 bushels and not exceeding 500,000 
bushels, $25,000. For a public warehouse with 
a capacity of more than 500,000 bushels and 
not exceeding 750,000 bushels, $87,500. Fora 
public warehouse with a capacity of 
more than „000 bushels and 
not exceeding 1,000,000 bushels, 30, 
000. For a public warehouse with a 
capacity exceeding 1,000,000 bushels, $100,000; 
conditional for the faithful performance of his 
ortheir duties as public warehouseman or 
warehousemen, as surety for any penalties 
founa by due course of law for violation of 
any Clause of this act, and his or their full and 
unreserved compliance with the laws of this 
State in relation thereto. 


OTHER REGULATIONS. 

Provisions are then made that the ware- 
house manager shall receive any grain ten- 
dered bim, and the rate shall be uniform 
regardless of the size of the lots. All grain 
received must first be inspected by an author- 
ized inspector, and it must also be in- 
spected when taken out. The manager 
of a public warehouse is probibited 
from mixing an grain of different 
grades or qualities of the same grade. This 
clause is made more binding by a requirement 
that while grain may be run through machin- 
ery, when necessary to preserve it in good 
condition, but even then the contents of each 
bin or lot must be kept intact, and the work 
cap only be done under the Inspector’s super- 
vision. To prevent an old abuse the follow- 
ing provision is made: 

No warehouseman, agent or manager of a 
= warehouse shall enter into any com- 

ination, 1 or understanding with 
any railroad, steamboat, transfer or other 
carrying corporation, or with any person or 

ersons, by which the property of any person 
s to be delivered to any public warehouse for 
storage or other purpose, contrary to the di- 
rection of the owner, his agent or assignee.’’ 


WAREHOUSE RECEIPTS. 
he subject of issuing and cancelling ware- 
house receipts ig treated at — The pro- 
vision as to their issuance is as follows 
Upon application of the owner or con- 
signee of grain stored in a public warehouse, 
the same being accompanied with evidence 
that all charges which may be a lien upon 
such grain, including charges for inspec- 
tion, have been paid, the warehouse- 
man shall issue to the person en- 
titled thereto a warehouse receipt there- 
for, subject to the order of the owner or con- 
signed which receipt shall bear date corre- 
sponding with the receipt of the grain into 
store, and shall state upon its face the quan- 
tity and inspected grade of the grain, and that 
the grain mentioned in it has been received 
into store to be stored with in of the same 
grade, by inspection received at about the date 
of the receipt, and that it is deliverable 
upon the return of the receipt properly in- 
dorsed by the person to whose order it was 
issued, and upon the payment of the charges 
accrued for storage. All warehouse receipts 
Tain issued from the same warehouse 
shall be consecutively numbered, and no two 
receipts bearing the same number shall be 
issued from the same warehouse during any 
one year, except in case of a lost or destroyed 
receipt, in which case the new receipt shall 
berr the same date and numberas the origi- 
nal, and shall be plainly marked upon its face

RESPONSIBILITY FOk LOSSES. 

The owners of warehouses are not to be held 
responsible for losses occurring by reason of 
‘fire or the heating of grain, provided he can 
show that reasonable care hud been taken. 
In the case of heating public notice must be 
given, the numbers ofthe bins and receipts 
represented by the grain being ub- 
lished in an advertisement. ‘hey 
must, however, use care and vigi- 
lance after the publication as well as before. 
Any act of negligence tending to depreciate 
the condition of the grain can be proceeded 
against under the bond and the license 
revoked. The grain in store is 
to be subject to the examination and 
inspection of all persons interested at all 
times. A violation of any of these provisions 
isa misdemeanor and may be punished by a 
fine of not exceeding $5,000 and not less than 
$1,000, one-fourth to be paid to the in- 
former. 


THE INSPECTOR AND STAFF. 

It shall be the duty of the chief inspector 
provided for by this act to havea general su- 
pervision of the inspection of grain, as re- 

uired 5 this act or laws ot this State, under 
the advice and immediate direction of the 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners. The said chief inspector 
shail be authorized to nominate to the 
commissioners such suitable persons 
in sufficient numbers, as may be deemed 
qualified for a deputy chief inspector, 
to be acting chief inspector in the absence of 
the chief inspector, and assistant inspectors, 
who shall not be interested in any warehouse, 
and also such other employes as may be nec- 
essary to properly conduct the business of his 
office, and the Commissioners are authorized 
to make such appointments.’’ 

The chief inspector gives a bond of $50,000 
— Hey deputy and assistants one of $10,000 
each. 

A neglect ot duty on their part will be a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine of $500 to 


$1,000. 
ARBITRATIONS AND RULES. 

„„The Board of Hallroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners shall, as soonafter the pass- 
age of this act as is practicable, appoint com- 
mittees for the adjustment of differences be- 
tween inspectors and warehousemen or 
owners or representatives of grain arising 
from the acts of inspectors—each committee 
to consist of three persons well known as ex- 
perts in grain; and a committee shall be ap- 
pointed in each city or town where public 
warehouses under this act are located, said 
committees to be known as the arbitration 
committees of the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners. The commis- 
sioners shall make equitable and legal rules 
governing said committee’s procedure in the 
arbitrations, the manner and amount of com- 
pensation, the method of appointment and 
terms of service. 


FIXING GRADES. 

The Commissioners, as soon after the 
8 of this act as practicable, shall estab- 
ish a proper number and standard of grades 
for the inspection of grain, with due regard to 
the prevailing usages of the markets of this 
State, the interests of both producers and 
dealers and as near as may be to conform with 
standards of grade adopted by reputed lead- 
— markets of the Unite States: Pro- 
vided no modifications or changes of grades 
shall be made or any new ones established 
without public notice being given of such con- 
templated changes for at least twenty days 
prior thereto, by publication in three daily 
newspapers (one of which shall be printed in 
German) printed in this State; and provided, 
further, that no mixture of old or new grades, 
even though designated by the same name or 
distinction, shall be permitted while in 


store. 
THE REMONSTRANCE. 

Many of these provisions are recognized as 
equitable and just, but the Merchants’ Ex- 
change formally remonstrated against them 
in the following, prepared by a special com- 
mittee appointed on the subject: 


To His Excellency David R. Francis, Governor of 

Missouri: 

Srr—We respectfully protest against the ap- 
proval of House Bili 218, entitled an act To 
increase the duties of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, changing name of said 
board, providing for organization of public 
warehouses and to regulate the warehousing 
ana inspection of grain in public. ware- 
houses in the State of Missouri. Under 
this act is devolved upon the present Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, who were elected by 
the people for the business ofa railroad com- 
mission and nothing else, the entire super- 
vision of the business of storing grain 
in bulk by warehouses, the appointment 
of inspectors, the establishment of 
grades of the different kinds of grain, 
and the appointment of expert arbitration 
committees in the different cities of the State 
to adjust differences arrising between in- 
spectors, warehousemen and owners of grain, 

The rst, and we deem fatal, objection to 
the bill, isthat these exceedingly important 
duties involving the management of the most 
important commercial interest of the State, 
concerning the farmer, the commission 
merchant, the miller, the exporter and 
banker are placed absolutely in the hands of 
men who were elected by the people fora 
radically different office. This objection we 
submitis fundamental. There is nothing in 
the duties of a Railroad Commissioner which 
raises the slightest presumption that those 
who have been selected the people 
to fill that office woul have been 
selected to fill this new office. 
The business of inspecting grain inthe great- 
est commercial center of the State has been 
heretofore placed by the Legislature under 
the control of a commercial body—in other 
words, in the hands of business men 
immediately interested, and who are 
presumed therefore to have special 

ualifications for the work. To that 

ody was given not only the selection of in- 
spectors, but the establishment of standard 
grades of grain under which such inspection 
should be made. There are now 54 different 
grades of grain 9 1 4 rules of the 
Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis. The busi- 
ness is one essentially requiring exper ience; 
in other words, it ie an expert business. 
Even if it be conceded that those who 
administer this important and responsible 
business interest should be selected at popu- 
lar elections, itdoes not follow that such du- 
ties should be arbitrarily deyolved upon those 
who have been selected for other and wholl 
different duties. If it is best that the people 
should elect a Board of Warehouse Commis- 
sioners, they should be given opportunity of 
electing men, with a view to their qualifications 
therefor. The Legislature might with equal 
propriety devolve these same duties upon 
those who are elected to fill the State offives at 
the State capital. The objections here urged 
do not apply to the law enacted in the State 
of Illinois, for the reason that there the 
board was appointed by the Executive. 

Under the present law, until the general 
election of 1 these duties will be adminis- 
tered by a board in the selection of no one of 
whom did the ple have an opportunity to 
pass upon his fitness for the office, and not 
until the general election of 1894 will the 

pie be permitted to select the en- 
board with reference to such

these delicate and responsible duties affecting

CHARLESTON, S. O., June 24.—This is just 
such a day as the day on which Capt. F.W.Daw- 
son was buried over three months ago.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Southern Pacific to ‘Purchase the Ore. 
gon Narrow Gauge. 


PORTLAND, Ore., June %.—It is reported on 
what is regarded as good authority that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Co. have completed 
negotiations for the purchase of the Oregon 
Railway (narrow-gauge) lines. These lines 
extend from Dundee to Arlie on the west side 
of Willamette River, and from Ray’s Landing 
to Coburg on the east side of the river. Both 
lines represent about two hundred and forty 


miles of road. . The price paid is reported to 
be $1,500,000. One million is in stocks and

WASHINGTON, D. O., June &.—One of the 
heaviest Republicans, physically speaking, 
who has come nere from Missouri since the 
inauguration is Judge Seay of Union, who 
took a steamboat ride down the 
Potomac River yesterday, accompanied by 
ex-Auditor Holliday, who at present resides 
here.

The Mille Lacs Indian Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 24.—Capt. Stouch, 
Third Infantry, has reported tothe War De- 
partment the following results of tne investi- 
gations of Capt. Hanney, Third Infantry, in 


the recently reported Indian outbreak at Mille 
Lacs Reservation, Minn.: 

»The shooting of the white man was the re- 
sult of drunkenness. Three families who left 
the neighborhood of the Indiun camp were 
newly arrived Swedes, and were frightened 
off by drunken Indians. They went about six 
miles off. The Indians will deliver up 
the one who did the shooting, Wadela, as 
soon as the Sheriff comes tor him. He will 
not leave his present whereabouts. The 
shooting took place in — Mille Lacs 
country. There seems to be some apprehen- 
sion on the part of the whites and some H- will 
on the part of the Indians, partly because of 
the accidental killing of one of their number 
last winter by a white man and partly because 
they still think they have some title to the 
land. But there is no danger of an outbreak. 
When drunk they may have madethreats but 
there is little in them. The whisky and aico- 
hol trade is the worst feature ofthe matter.’’

WASHINGTON, D. O., June %.—The sec- 
ond detachment of employes and surveyors 
will leave New York for Nicaragua about June

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FATHER HUNTINGTON'S WORK AMONG THE

He is the son of Bishop Huntington, and is 
himself adevoted high churchman. There- 
fore, of course, his work among the narrow 
streets and the tall tenement houses and their 
wretched poor have the church as their 
basis, their starting place and their ob- 
jective point. But while the greater 
part of nis efforts have a distinctively re- 
ligious aim and are carried on along dis- 
tinctly religious lines, he has branched out 
somewhat from these, particularly during the 
last few years, and sometimes helps on his 
work by means that are social rather than 
churchly. 

Father Huntington is a young man still, he 
can be but little past 80, and he looks forward 
toa long life which is to be spent in battle 
with the forces of sin and misery, and in get- 
ting nearerand morein sympathy with the 
lives and hearts of the working poor. 


His work is carried on from the Mission of 
the Holy Cross, a plain, simply furnished 
brick building onthe corner of Bast Fourth 
street and Avenue C. 

THE MISSION 
was started a dozen years ago by the Sisters of 
St. John the Baptist. It is supported by an 
endowment from one of these sisters, by sub- 
scriptions from its wealthy friends and by 
voluntary offerings from the peaple whom it 
seeks to benefit. 

Eight years ago Father Huntington entered 
the Mission and since then he has so endowed 
it with his own personality, his own earnest- 
ness, and his strong feeling of the equality of 
humanity, that the work has become known 
as Father Huntington’s work, more gen- 
erally than as the Holy Cross Mission. 

Hoe is an ardent disciple of Henry George, 
and it was during the latter’s first candidacy 
two and a half years ago that he first began to 
be known. He espoused George’s cause with 
greet fervorand made many speechesin his 

avor. 

Aside from the immediate church work with 
its Sunday- school, its services, once daily and 
five times Sunday,there area number of guilds 
—one for men, one for women, one for boys, 
another for girls and still another for young 
children. 

The children have games and such ‘amuse- 
ments, the girls and women are taught to sew 
and knit and embroider, the boys and men 
have singing and religious instructions. 

Under the especial care of Father Hunting- 
ton there is a weekly meeting which is at- 
tended by the wealthy friends of the Mission 
and its poor communicants. They are all, 
rich and poor alike, under solemn promise to 
him to treat ope another while the meeting 
lasts exactly asif they were on a complete 
equality. 

IT HAS DONE THE RICH PEOPLE 
a great deal of good, is Father Huntington’s 
most important conclusion as to the results of 
these meetings. 

Father Huntington and histhree assistants 
have all taken the priestly vows of temper- 
ance, chastity and obedience. They exercise 
the usuai priestiy care over their parishioners 
visit the sick, the forsaken, the miserable 
the destitute, and some times give material 
aid to the most distressing cases. 

„But we do not wish to give the impres- 
sion,’’ said one of the priests, ‘‘that the 
Church is a source of material help. We try 
to do nothing that will make them feel de- 
pendent or tend in the least to pauperize 
them. 

Father Huntington is tall and slim, with a 
long, thin face that is full of earnestness; 
gray - blue eyes, anda strong, firm chin and 
mouth. His manner and speech are energetic, 
even to brusqueness, and his influence with 
rich people is powerful. Many ladies have 
been induced by him to spend their spare 
time teaching in the vilest quarters of the 
town. 

What results of your efforts can you notice 
among theee people after they begin to come 
here? one of the priests connected with the 
mission was asked. 

We can notice a very decided difference. 
They soon begin to seem more self-respectfal, 
and toshow more elevation of character—in 
short, they 

BECOME MORE CIVILIZED.’’

MISSOURI SUPREME COURT. 


A Big Batch of Important Opinions Randed 
Down To-Day. 


By Telegraph to the POSTt-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., June %.—The Su- 
preme Court met this morning pursuant to 
adjournment, all the judges present, and 
handed down the following opinions: 

BY CHIEF JUSTICE RAY. 

M. Forster Vinegar Co., respondent, vs. 
Jos. Gleggermos, appellant, St. Louis city; 
affirmed. 

BY JUDGE SHERWOOD. 

State, respondent, vs. Pratt, appellant, St. 

Louis Criminal court; affirmed. 


State, respondent, vs. B. Anderson, appel- 
lant, St. Louis Criminal Court; affirmed. An- 
derson was indicted, tried and convicted of 
murder in the first degree for killing his wife 
andthe execution set by the court for Au- 
gust 9. 

State vs. Montgomery, appellant; Carter 
Circuit; reversed ana remanded. Montgomery 
was tried and convicted and sentenced to be 
hung. Thetestimony was ample to support 
the charge. Instructions by thetrial Judge 
were given for murder in both first 
and second degrees.

The 
Supreme Court heid that the law is too plain

THE STORY OF A BRUTE. 


A Terrible Case Developed Before Judge 
Cady in the Police Court. 


A revolting case of cruelty came up in Judge 
Cady’s Court this morning and was summarily 
disposed of. The complaint alleged wife- 
beating, but other facts came out 
during the progress of the bear- 
ing. Barney Bremerkamp, living at 


617 Arsenal street, was the defendant. Upon 
complaint of his wife the prisoner was ar- 
rested on Saturday afternoon. He obtained 
ball and returned to his home. Sunday even- 
ing he wasagain arrested and washeld. Ac- 
companied by two of her children the wife 
appeared in court this morning and 
told her story. She said she had been mar- 
ried to Bremerkamp for almost twenty years, 
and during that time he had abused and mis- 
treated her on various occasions. By the aid of 
an interpreter she then stated that on Sunday, 
after being released from custody, her husband 
came home in company with a stranger and 
began to abuse her. She resisted when her 
husband seized her, threw her tothe floor and 
held her by the head while his companion at- 
tempted to assault her. The two children, one 
8 and the other 16 years of age, saw the whole 
proceedings through a window and gave the 
alarm by their freightened screams. The 
stranger fled, but Bremerkamp was cap- 
tured. The woman told her story in a trem- 
bling voice while her children stood beside 
her crylng in their distress. Judge Cady was 
astonished. The prisoner made no defense 
and the atrocity of the proceedings was un- 
heard of.

TALL BUILDINGS, 


There is a natural distrust of the 
stability of very tall buildings erected 
upon such a bottomless and quaking bog 
as the whole site of Chicago covers. The 
fall of such a structure means death to 
hundreds and great damage to surround- 
ing property. But this is not the reason 
assigned for a proposed Chicago ordinance 
limiting the height of buildings to 95 feet 
on streets not over 66 feet wide, and 
allowing 30 feet more on wider streets. 

Lot owners waiting for the business 
district to spread and enhance the value 
oftheir property want to encourage the 
lateral rather than the skyward growth. 
Considerations of public health and 
safety, however, are the only valid 
grounds upon which a municipal legisla- 
ture can regulate the height or structure 
of buildings. It is, therefore, contended 
that the public danger from fire is greatly 
increased by buildings so tall that no en- 
gine can throw water into their upper 
stories; also that the public health will 
suffer from sunless streets forever over- 
shadowed and darkened. 

These objections must remain mere 
theories until time and use furnish the 
data to show how much truth is in them. 
In a city of solid foundation, such as St. 
Louis has, science and skill can surely 
proportion the strength to the height and 
make tall buildings as flre- proof and as 
safe from every danger except cyclones 
and earthquakes as the lower ones. There 
is & limit to the economy of ground rents 
by piling story on story to a great height, 
because the demand for the extra stories 
will always be limited to the few uses for 
which they are adapted. For a long time 
to come the very tall buildings in Ameri- 
can cities will probably be so few and far 
between as not to seriously darken the 
streets, and the obvious economy of mak- 
ing them as nearly fire-proof as possible 
will meet the other objection to them.

An Official Order Caused by the 
Accidental Killing of W. 
D. Yerby. 


How the Deplorable Tragedy at the Corner 
of Jefferson Avenue and Olive Street 
Could Have Been Avoided—Other Acci- 
dents of a Similar Nature—Armorer Don- 
derville Tells the Way the Police Can 
Carry Revolvers Safely—The Danger of 
the Rubber Pouch, Much Used by the 
Force—Inquest To-Day on the Body of 
Young Yerby—The Details of the

a. m. he left his home to go to the Post-office, 
and was returning when he met his deatb. 
The accident took place at about 12:45 o’clock 
p.m. Mr. Yerby, as was his custom, boarded 
an Olive street cable car at the Post-office 
and seated himself in a front seat on the north 
side ofthe second car. As the car neared 
Jefferson avenue Officer Timothy Dolan of the 
Fifth District stepped from a north-bound 
Jefferson avenue car and started for the cable 
car, intending to board it and proceed to 
Forest Park, to which station he had been 
assigned for the afternoon. Ag he reached 
the track Conductor Fay of the Olive street 
line rang his bell as a signal to the gripman to 
stop atthe crossing. Officer Dolan heard the 
signal and at the moment recollected that he 
had a letter in his pocket which he should 
have malled. Turning, he ran to the drop box 
on the lamp-post at the northwest corner of 
Jefferson avenue and Olive streets. He had 
proceeded buta few steps when his revolver 
dropped from his hip-pocket and fell to the 
street. On the instant a shot rang out on the 
air and Mr. Yerby fell back upon his seat, the 
blood trickling froma ghastly wound in his 
temple. Thecar was crowded at the time 
and the mingled screams and exclamations of 
horror proceeding therefrom first apprised 
the officer of the nature of the accident. He 
nad, to this time, failed to notice the absence 
of his weapon. Realizing that something 
unusual had occurred he ran to 
the car and pushed his way through 
the horror-stricken crowd only to find his 
worst realized. Mr. Yerby waa fataily in- 
88 The car was stopped as soon as possi- 
le, and willing hands helped to — 2 m to 
the office of Dr. J. P. Bryson near by. Drs. 
Bryson, Funkhouser and Fishel were soon in 


attendance, but they saw at a glance that 
‘medical skill would be of no avail. 
YERBY 


was unconscious from the moment he was 
struck and remained in that condition until he 
died, almost an hour afterwards. The friends 
of the deceased were at once notified and 
at their direction the body was 
removed to the undertakin rooms 
of Smithers & Wagoner at 1127 Olive street. 
Officer Dolan, keenly realizing the painful 
situation in which he had been placed, pro- 
ceeded at once to the Fifth District Police 
Station, where he rendered his report to Oapt. 
Fruchte. He said: ‘‘I had been to my home 
for dinner and boarded a Jefferson avenue 
carto goto Olive street. A west-bound car 
came up just as we reached Olive and I ran for 
it, intending to go at once to Forest Park for 
duty.

I started 
that way and saw my revolver lying in the 
street. I then realized the situation and 
hurried to the car, assisting in every way 
toward the comfort of the injured man. The

then reported at headquarters.’’

4A REMARKABLE WOMAN, 


Death of Mrs. Margaret Quinn at the Age of 
104 Years. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drsraron. 

NEw Tonk, June &.—Little groups of peo- 
ple pasged in and out ot the tenement No. 117 
Monroe street all day yesterday. A bit of 
plain black crape upon the door told the ob- 
ject of their visit. The street is a noisy one 
and above and below there was no diminution 
of the customary babble and uproar, but the 
entrance to No. 117 was exceptionally quiet. 
Upon the second floor is the home of Edward 


Ash. Tohis modestly furnished parior the 
steady stream of visitors was directed, 
where, in a plain black casket, 
lay the body of Margaret Quinn, his 
wite’s grandmother, who died on Friday at 
the age of 104 years. She was known by 
everyone in the neighborhood and was a re- 
markable personage in other respects as well 
as for age. Mrs. Quinn, herself, was not 
quite certain of her age until a few months 
ago, although she knew she was over 100 years 
old. Then one ot her granasons, whom she 
looked upon asaboy, though 50 years old, 
sent to her native town in County Down, Ire- 
land, and obtained an authenticated report of 
her birth, showing that event to have occured 
in 178. She was in full posseession of 
all ber faculties up to two days 
before her death. She never wore spectacles 
and could see to thread a needle as well asone 
of her great grandchildren. To the lust she 
never failed to enjoy her daily walk about the 
neighborhood. She climbed up and down the 
two pairs of stairs without any apparent 
effort. Her husband died in Ireland when she 
was 54 years old, so that she outlived him by a 
full half century. Twenty-seven years ago 
she came with her children and grandchildren 
to ‘America. She had eight children, of 
whom only two are living and 
at the time of her death her grand- 
children numbered thirty and her great grand- 
children eighteen. Since coming to America 
she has always lived in this city with the ex- 
ception of a short time spent in Brooklya. 
One of the modest comforts of her life was the 
use of tobacco which she had smoked regu- 
larly twice a day for nearly three quarters of a 
century. By the side of her casket yesterday 
sat anaged women with white bair and bent 
form, dressed in deep black. This was her 
eldest living daughter who is 75 years old. 
Old as she was, Mrs. Quinn had not outlived 
the love of those around her. The burial took 
place in Calvary Cemetery, where the funeral 
services were held.

Two Italians Lynched for Mardering a Rail- 
road Contractor.

G. W. Norwood of Birmingham, Ala., @ 
contractor on the Cumberland Valley exten- 
sion, was murdered Saturday at his camp near 
Cumberland Gap by an Italian known as Toney 
Cravasso.

INTENDED VICTIM FATALLY SHOOTS 
FOUR OF THEM 

An Old Story Recalled by the Tindale Case 
Merve and Resolution Displayed by a 
’ . Missouri Farmer—A Deep-Laid Plot 
Against a Successful Litigant—The Ta. 
bles Turned. 


blackmail of which 
Mr. Tindale wag the 
victim recalls to my 
mind an incident 
that happened over 
twenty years ago, 
and that made a 
great impression up- 
on me at the time, 
said a gentleman 
the old North Mis- 
souri Railroad. I Was on a business trip in 
the western part ot the State, and stopped in 
a town not far from St. Joseph. I registered 
at the principal hotel, and tell 
‘Into conversation with the proprietor, 
who was an old acquaintance of mine. As we 
were talking a gentleman came in and said to 
the proprietor: ‘‘Iam going East and would 
like to take a last look at that room. 
**There’s the key,’’ said my friend, throwing 
it across the counter. Go up and look at it, 
if you want to.. Watch that man when he 
comes down. He has a peculiar history and 
passed through a strange txperience in this 
very house,’’ said my friend to me as the gen- 
tleman disappeared up the stairway. 
A FIERCE LAWSUIT. 

Interested by this remark, I closely watched 
the man in queen as he came down stairs. 
He was a little, slender man, about 40 years of 
age, alert and active in his movements, witha 
thick, brown mustache, wavy hair, bushy, 
overhanging eyebrows, and a pair of as keen 
eyes as evyerI sawinmy life. He threw the 
key down on the counter and -after a few 
words walked away. ‘‘He went up into that 
room, said the hotel-keeper, ‘‘because it 
was the scene of a very exciting 
tragedy in which he played a 
leading part. His name is Johnston 


and he has a flue farm in the central part of 
the State. He became involved in a lawsuit 
with two brothers, Henry and John C. Ellis. 
Another man named Lawton became involved 
in it, and also a fourth, whose name I cannot 
now recall, The suit wasona deed to some 
real estate, and Johnston was successful, the 
jury giving a verdict that practically amounted 
to a charge of perjury against the Ellis broth- 
ers. The younger of the two, John C., 
was a man noted for his violent 
temper and revengeful spirit, and had been 
involved in a number ot personal difficulties. 
All parties were furious at the result of the 
suit, aud vowed vengeance against Johnston. 
LAYING THE TRAP. 

About two months later the Ellis brothers, 
Lawton, and the fourth defendant came to 
this house, and engaged two rooms. Their 
conduct at the time wasrather peculiar. They 
wanted the rooms to communicate, and par- 
ticularly insisted on having the interior door 
near the inner wail. The found 
whatthey wanted on the third floor, Henry 
Ellis went out, and the other three remained. 

Tbe rest of the story came out afterwards. 
Henry Ellis, asthe quietest of the brothers, 
went to see Johnston, who ehanced to be in 
the city at the time, told him that he was 
sorry for what had occurred, that his brother 
had seen that he was wrong, and that it he 
would — to the hotel with him everything 
would be arranged. Johnston consented, 
and the clerk saw the pair go up the 
stairs together. He thought nothing of it, 
and nothing occurred to arouse his attention 
for over half an hour. Suddenly a pistol shot 
rang out, closely followed by four others. The 
clerk, accompanied by a number of the 

uests who were in the office, as it chanced to 

@ near the dinner hour, rushed upstairs, 
arriving at the third floor just as the door of 
the room occupied by the Ellises was opened 
and Johnston 1 holding a smoking 
evolver in is band. A terrible sight met 
their eyes. Four bodies lay on the floor, three 
dead; the fourth, Henry Ellis, still breathing, 
but with a bullet-hole through bis neck. 
„Those fellows tried to blackmail me, and I 
had to kill them, said Johnston quietiy,as he 
gave his pistol to a constable. You had better 
take me to the fall.“ 5 

LEVYING BLACKMAIL. 

„Henry Ellis died a few days afterwards. 
Johnston was indicted for murder in the sec- 
ond degree, and released on ball. The evi- 
dence given at the trial resulted in his acquit- 
tal. It appeared that a deep-laid plot had 
been conceived by his unsuccessful Opponents 
in the lawsuit for the purpose of ruining him 
financially and destroying his reputation. On 
entering the room Ellis placed a chairfor 
Johnston near the window and began to talk 
to him. At a given signal his three com- 
panions, who were concealed in the next 
room, rushed outand got between Johnston 
andthe door. John Ellis had a revolver in 
his hand, which he leveied at Johnston, and 
told him that if he uttered a word he would be 
shot. All three began to curse and abuse 
him, and Lawton slapped him across the face. 
He tested, but was answered by the pres- 
sure of the pistol” muzzle against his fore-

„The party, after venting their spite in 
words, proceeded to business. A deed had 
been prepared, yielding the propery about 
which the sult had risen to the Kilises.

A paper was then 
laid before him, containing a confession 
of forgery and also of a disgraceful intrigue 
with a woman who had been a material wit- 
ness in his behalf.

In order that 

the objections being made by proverty own- 

ers on Collins and Second streets may be un- 

derstood, and the proposition which they 

made to the Council Committee this afternoon 

be made clear, itis necessary to give a state- 

ment of the privileges which the Wabash 
Western Rallroad Co. is seeking. 

WHAT THE RAILROAD WANTS. 

They are fully set forth in sec. 2 of the ordi- 
nance. The section reads as follows: 

The said railway company may construct, 
maintain and operate its road with double 
tracks on and along Second street, crossing 
North Market, Monroe, Exchange, Madison, 
Chambers, Tyler, LaBaume, Bogy, Mound, 
Howard and Mullanphy streets, across city 
block 242, across Florida sfreet, thence con- 


tinuin with single track along said 
Secon street across Cass avenue, 
Bates, O’Falion, Ashley, Biddle, Oarr, 
Cherry, Morgan streets, and Obristy 
avenue, and all intervening alleys, to the 
bridge approach; also, the said railway oom 
. may construct, maintain and operate a 
ranch with two tracks over and across city 
block 246 across Florida street, thence down 
Collins street across Case avenue, Bates, 
O' Fallon, Ashley and Biddle streets, thence 
with asingle track across Carr and Cherry 
streets, through the alley in block 68, across 
Morgan street, through the alley in block 67, 
across Christy avenue, and across block 66, 
and all intervening alleys, to a proper connec- 
tion with the tracks of the Bridge & Tunnel 
Railway Co.“ 
JOHN B. HAGGERTY, 
in speaking about the contemplated proposi- 
tion to give Collins and Second streets up for 
terminals of the Wabash road, said to a PosT- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning: ‘‘If the bill 
now pending before the Oouncil and which 
bas passed its second reading were to become 
an ordinance, it would bea great outrage on 
those owning property along the proposed 
route. Collins street isa very narrow thor- 
oughfare, and the construction of a single 
track in the center of it would render all traf- 
fic on it dangerous if not impossible, while 
the smoke from the engines would be such a 
nuisance as to render property al- 
most valueless. But to put a track on 
Collins and Second street both as is proposed 
would completely bem in those business 
houses which extend from Collins to Second. 
Gould’s grasping nature is again illustrated 
in the reguest which the Wabash company is 
now making of the municipal government. 
He knows Very well that when the Merchants’ 
Bridge is built and the large new depot and 
freight houses erected on the North Side that 
if he cannot furnish the roads which now 
the big bridge tormi - 
nal facilities to thosa depots, that 
the big brid property will depreciate, for 
the reason that some of these roads, or new 
ones at least, may find it more to 
their Interest to enter the city over the Mer- 
chants’ bridge. Consequently he is eager to 
secure for those roads which come over the 
big bridge the same facilities which the 
roads coming over che new bridge will have, 
in addition to those which they already 
possess. And what return does he pro- 
se to make for such a valuable franchise? 
one. Now, if it is necessa for 
the progress of the city to grant the Wabash 
company such privileges as it is now endeav- 
oring to obtain, why not make the compan 
pay for them as the Chicago, Burlington 
Quincy road did. Extending west on an av 
érage of about ninety feet from the western 
curb of Collins street, as far north as Biddle 
and as far south as Franklin avenue, is an old 
overnment survey. Why not secure the con- 
emnation of the territory within this strip 
and pay the owners a fair price for it, instead of 
running in front of their property so closely 
as to ruin it and then give them no compensga- 
tion for their loss. It would not be necessary, 
Iam cértain,to condemn but very little of this 
strip. The owners would sell at a reasonable 
rate. That would be just; that would be 
proper; but the termsof the proposed ordi- 
nance are unjust. Not only would the prop- 
erty-owners on the west side of Collins street 
be satisfied by the establishment of the tracks 
under such conditions, but those firms whose 
property is on the east side of Collins street, 
running through to Second, would not then be 
shut off as they would be by the passage of the 
bill as it now stands.

DEEP sensation has 
2 been created in Paris 
by the accusation 
brought against the 
\ wife of the late Mr. 
Maybrick of Liver- 
pool of having pol- 
soned her husband. 
The lady has been 
yi Werroneously de- 
scribed in the En- 
lieh papers as a 
“¥rench Oanadtan. 
She is a native of the 
United States, her 
mother having for- 
merly been Mrs. 
Chanler of Nashville, 
Tenn., in which city 
the family. were well known and en- 
joyed high social consideration. After 
her widowhood Mrs. Chanler married the 
Baron von Roque of Germany. Left a widow 
for a second time she came to Paris to reside, 
her family consisting of a son and daughter 
by her first marriage. The son, a fine, prom- 
ising young man, died a few years ago. Miss 
Chanler was for several seasons a leading 
belle in the circles of the American colony, 
and there was strong rivalry between her and 
another young American society girl at the 
time Mr. Maybrick came to Paris to 
choose an American bride. The Baroness 
von Roque has been very popular in society 
in Paris, and has been a universal favorite. 
The warmest sympathy of all who knew her 
has been accorded to her in her present pain- 
ful hour of affliction, and every one hopes 
that it may be merely temporary, and that 
Mrs. Maybrick, even before these lines appear 
in print, may be exonerated from ali the 
charges against her. Mme. von 
Roque, unlike the majority of Amer- 
ican ladies who marry titled Euro- 
peans, has always remained largely 
sympathetic to her own country people. Her 
portrait by a talented American artist adorned 
the walls of the Salon a few years ago.

President Von der Ahe Tells of the Big 
Crowds, a Bad Umpire, a Shabby Trick 
by the Athletic Management and the Out-

tion of the success achieved, 

financially and in point of 

victories, by the champions on their first trip 
abroad. 

„es, hesaid, in all my experienee in 
base ball I never saw such an outpouring of 
people as attended the games in Brooklyn and 
Philadelphia, attracted by the Browns. In 
Brooklyn on Decoration Day it rained a por- 
tion of theday and the weather was anything 
but pleasant for a game, but this seemed 
to have no effect upon the unbounded 
enthusiasm of the 32,000 people who 
were present, morning and afternoon. 
The right and left field banks were black with 
humanity, while the stands were packed as 
densely as the proverbial car line. The after- 
noon game presented the grandest sight Jever 
saw on a ball field, and like Josh Whitcomb, 
I’ve seen afew sights. Just before the game 
started the rain came pouring down hard, but 
the people were pouring in still harder, clam- 
oring for admission, and the rain ceased. As 
high as $5 was offered for seats in the grand 
stand, but none were forthcoming and late 
comers climbed posts and hung on generally 
by the skin of their teeth. It was a magnificent 
turnout, aad showed conclusively that the 
American Association has the call in Brooklyn 
and a great portion of New York, and it never 
stood so high in the estimation ꝙ the public 
as now. 

Iwo years ago the Browns drew the 
largest attendance on Decoration Day upto 
that day ever seen at Washington Park, 
Brooklyn, but this year they eclipsed ali 
records. Had it not rained on the Saturday 
following Decoration Day, it would be no ex- 
aggeration to putthe totalof our attendance 
at 55,000 as it was 44,000 people witnessed the 
games.’’ 

‘*How were you received in Philadelphia?“ 

The Browns are great favorites in Phila- 
delphia. They were splendidly treated by the 
people, and the games would have been bet- 
ter enjoyed had there been a regular umpire 
present. After Carlin had literally robbed us 
of the first game, causing it to be a tie, he had 
the unlimited gall to want to umpire the 
game at Gloucester on the following Sunday. 


He went so far as to step to the platé, expect- 
ing to force us to take him, but he found out 
he was mistaken. Hardie Henderson was 
selected. Just as the game was started on 
Saturday, June 15, at Philadelphia, it began to 
rain. There were over ten thousand people 
present, and the way they were treated by the 
Athletic Club management was a shame. 
About five thousand rain-checks were distrib- 
uted among the 10,000 8 and those who 
went in the grand stand were not given any 
return for their money. It was an outrage, 
and I formally protested against it. We had 
nothing to do with it, and did not receive u 
cent of the receipts. Treatment of that nat- 
ure is radically wrong, and the Athletic Ciub 
Officials cannot be too strongly censured for 
their action. 

What about the Louisville Club?’’ 

The Association has determined thatthe 
club shali stick, and itis only a question ofa 
very short time when there will be a change 
of management. The citizens of Louisville 
have come out flat-footed in their refusal to 
support the team while Davidson is identified 
with it and the quicker the change is made the 
sooner will the state of affairs assume a differ- 
ent phase. The players will be protected, and 
whoever secures control will see to it that the 
fines unlawfully imposed upon them on their 
recent Eastern trip by Davidson will be re- 
mitted. Had I not personally assured the men 
on Saturday last that they would be treated 
fairly notwithstanding Davidson's erratic tac- 
tics, there would have been no game in Louis- 
ville yesterday. The last three games played 
by Louisville were simply first-class and 
would have beaten most anyclub. One thing 
is certain: no Association team can 
strengthen itself at the expense of the Louis- 
ville team, no matter what inducements are 
offered. The team, which is composed of ex- 
celient material, will remain intact.’’ 

Who are the new men you have signed?“ 

‘*Twoexcellent young players from the York 
(Pa.) Club. One of them, John Stivitts, isa 
piteher, and judging from the work he has done 
wil! prove a good man with the Browns. He 
is very speedy, and has plenty of that neces- 
sary article, ‘sand’ in his make-up. He is said 
to be a very fair batter, and fills his position 
well. Gall ig an infielder and plays the out- 
field as well. Several clubs have been after 
him, bute I got him. Ireceived a telegram 
this morning from ap Eastern club asking me 
to dispose of him, but I’ll keep bim asa 
utility man, in case of emergency. Stivitts 
and Gill will arrive here to-morrow from 
York, Pa., and Stivitts may go in against Cin- 
cinnati,.’’ 

What do you think of the Browns’ pennant 
chances?’’ 

They are better than they ever were. On 
the trip just conciuded we captured twelve 
games and lost six, and beginning to 
morrow we play at home steadily ti 
July 16. Ithink by the time we go East again 
we will be in acommanding position and wil 
give all the clubs a hard fight for first honors. 
Base ball, nowever, is very uncertain; to-day

club.’’ 

President Von der Ahe referred to the pros- 
perous state of affairs generally in the Aimeri- 
can Association, and said the usual mid- 
summer gossip about the Browns, Brooklyns 
and Cincinnatis going in the League wasall 
bosh.
